DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-4, 6-13, and 15-18 are allowed over the prior art of record. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

As to claim 1 the prior art of record, taken alone or in combination, fails to disclose or render 
obvious an optical analysis system comprising a multivariate optical element with at least one electro- 
wetting cell for reflecting the optical signal, in combination with the limitations of claim 1. 

Claims 7 and 12 are allowed for the reasons set forth in the previous Office Action (paper # 
20071126)
